Garcia.

(icn. IUM Is the Conitnander-ln-Cble- f of tho
cavalry forces In Orient. His headquarters nro
In tho district of Mnnzanlllo, which ho abso-lut-

controls, tho Spaniards holding only the
seaport of Mnnzanlllo, which Is protected by
their navy. Ills courngo nnd military talents
made him famous ns long ngo as tho war of 1808,
and he Is further distinguished among the
Cuban Unders from tho fact that ho Is one of tho
few living descendants of tho aboriginal raco of
Indians v. bo Inhabited tho Island when Colum-

bus discovered It in 1102. and who were In o
short time practically exterminated by tho
Spaniards.

0( the native Slboneyes. those of Orient, which
has always been the more warlike part of tho
Island, fought under Itatnel, a nntlvo of Santo
Domingo, to liberate their country, ltntnel was
caught, buruod nllvc, and almost all his follow-

ers were slain by order of Oov. Velazquez. A
few took refuge. In tho mountains of Santiago do
Cabs and for 400 years their descendants,
among them the Rabl family, have lived thera
refuting any contact with tho Spaniards.

I Time and their isolation reduced their num-
bers still mora. In 18(18 they Joined the Revol-

utionists. Jesus Rabl, then n very young man,
led to tho Cuban camp the last survivors of tho
Indian race. By his bravery ho soon won tho
nnkof Gcnernt. Ho was oca of tho Cuban lead-

ers oho were most honored by Macco, and in
Orient he was the man in whom Maoco hod tho
greatest confidence. Ho did not surrender to
the Spaniards In 1878. and he took up arms
igaln among the first In 1803. Ills hatred of
tho Spaniards is Intenso and ho Is proud of his
aboriginal descent.

M I met him five days ago at his camp near
Vegultos, In tho Mnnzanlllo district. Ills forces
are composed of 4,500 cavalry and 500 Infantry.
He is the second in command in tho province
under Garcia's orders. Ho said to mo:

" Intervention by tho United States In Cuba
In any wnv which would mean material help to
us, or would glvo a pretext to Spain fordeclar-in- g

war on tho American nation. Is, in my opini-

on, unnecessary. If the United States will
recognize our belligerency, and remain perfectly
neutral In tho struggle, that would bo a wise
and just measure, and it is all wo ask. At pres-
ent tbo United States, by persecuting our expe-
ditions from that country and thwarting all the
efforts of our friends to help us, deprives tho
Cuban army of an adequate supply of munitions
of war, and is, therefore, practically an ally of
Spain. I go so far as to say that In this respect
tbo United States is to us a more formidable foo
than the Spaniards themselves. The Spaniards
light us and tho United States docs not let us
have arms to defend our lives.

"Rut. if tho American nation will remain
neutral so that we may buy in the United Suites
arms and ammunition and send them inourown
armed vessels to Cuba, then we can fight the
Poniards on even terms. If without a regular
tucply of arms and ammunition we fought for
ten years In tho first war, and now, for more
than two years havo checked 200,000 Spanish
regulars besides their irregular troops, you ran
imagine how cosily wo will whip them if they doi not havo such potent assistance as that the
United States Government has given them,

"Spain knows this perfectly well, and for this
reason she is working as hard for her cause in
Washington as lu Cuba. It Is a shame for a na-
tion that boosts of being courageous and chiv-
alrous to take such an attitude. What would
you think of a man who, fighting with another
whose hands wero tied, should object that a
looker-o- should untie his adversary t While
Gen. Weyler says that we don't fight pitched
battles against his 200,000 soldiers, Spain's

In such conduct,"
I wrote down tho above statement In Spanish,

and Gen. Itabl, after reading It twice, signed It,
The statement of Gen. Garcia Is in the follow-

ing letter, dated near Moron, east side of the
trocha, on May 25:

" Sir: In answer to your question whether I
should prefer intervention from the United
States or the recognition of our belligerent
rights, I declare that the recognition of our
belligerency Is, In my opinion, tho right thing
for the American Government to do. To recog-
nize us a belligerents Is neither to doclaro war
upon Spain nor to givo Spain any causa to de-
clare war upon the United States, nor to make
any material sacrifice for Cuba. It Is only to do
Justice. I have always believed that the Cubans
alone can win this war if we have only fair play.

" I thank you for the opy you sent mo of Sen-
ator Morgan's resolution, which I think Is a
wise document. Yours faithfully,

with the Administration, In whom he felt po-
rted confidence, and with whom he would have
tho opportunity of explaining verbally his In-

tentions In regard to the struggto for the Inde-
pendence of the Island. It is certain that tho
now Minister will not go to Madrid until the
President has fully determined the course of
this Government toward tho Cuban situation.
Dotinlte derolopments may bo expected Im-
mediately after Gen. Woodford reaches Spain,
but their character li apparently tn abeyance at
the nresent lime.

The President Is still gathering Information
about Cuba, and y he had a long talk with
W. J, Calhoun, his commissioner In the Ituls
case. The reception of Mr. Calhoun was extreme-
ly cordial, and tho President showed that he
had thorough confidence In the judgment of
his special agent, whoso report on his observa-
tions In Cuba may have an important bearing on
tho settlement of tho Cuban question.

There Is a growing conviction among leading
men of tho Administration that Spain may offer
a solution of the problem that will bo satisfac-tory tn Ivith thn ITnttfWl RtAfhm itnri thn Inaiir.
gents. Indication that something of this sort
may bo expected are already apparent. Tho re-
forms which tho Madrid Government shows a
willingness to provide will, of course, bo viewed
with suspicion by this country and by Cuba, on
account of violated promises in the past.

President McKlnley understands that the
temper of the American people and Congress is
decidedly agalnBt tho acceptance of any com-
promise with Spain or the Indorsement of any
plan which will bring the war to nn end without
absolute Independence to Cuba, Spain, however,
is showing n disposition to end her embar-
rassment In any way that will not cause
her prldo to Buffer, and tho promised re-
forms offer a way to that end. The estab-
lishment of homo rule In Cuba on tho Cana-
dian basis has met with opposition among
tho Insurgent authorities, and Is not viewed
wlthfovorltt this country. Hut If assurances
can bo obtained from Spain nud a guarantee
given the United States that tho establishment
of autonomy will bo merely preliminary to a
declaration of Independence by the Cuban
peoplo. In which the Madrid Government, villi
nclu'eaco without a further resort to arms, tbo
situation would be simplified.

There Is good reason for tho belief that Spain
is willing to allow Cuban Independence tube
gained if the insurgents will abide by tho re-
forms, and that the Spanish troops will bo with-
drawn and tho Cubans allowed to form a Gov-
ernment, with a militia organization to pro-
tect the island agalnBt hostile invasion. The
step to Independence would be short, and Spain
would be In a position to claim that Cuba had
set an an example which Canada might follow
without danger of hostilities with Ureat Hritaln.

Tho Spanish reforms have not been instituted,
and until they are the full extent of tho inten-
tions of tho Madrid Government will not bo
known. It Is said that the first step toward
the inauguration of tho reforms will bo the
recoil of Gen. Weyler, and that it is probable
that Martinez Campos will bo sent to take his
place.

Senator Piatt and Ilepresentatlve Qulgg had a
long talk with the President y about Gen.
Woodford. Both of them indorsed the Brook-
lyn man for the Spanish mission, and shortly
after they left the White House tho nomination
waa sent to tho Senate Gen. Woodford tele-
graphed tho President this evening thanking
him and saying that ho would accept, and
would be in Washington

Bald, " rubber-necke- d " at the Indians. He also
leaned over, saw the button, and with a little
sarcastic sneer said: "Ught"

Along about the middle of the afternoon the
Indians, followed by tho Interpreter, lined up
and walkod into the White House. At tho head
of tho stairway they met Secretary Porter, who
inquired their business. Tho Interpreter told
lilm that the Delawnres had business with the
President, but Mr. Porter could not see his way
cloar to pass them into tho President's room, bo
he asked that they return When
Mr. Porter's words were conveyed to Chief
Ixwking Glass he turned up his iiobo and showed
signs olirritatlon. He didn't want to be stood
off. and told the interpreter to tell Mr. Porter
that they must see the President Mr.
Porter couldn't see things that way, however,
and after Chief Looking Gloss wos Informed of
tho Secretary's wish he pouted a little, but
finally led the way downstairs. They will re-
turn again to see the Great Father.

TRIED TO KILL HIS FRIEND.

A, HIGH MAX'S SOX IX J.IJi FOB
ASSAVLT AXD ItOBDEIlT.

C D. Collins at Death's Door from Wounds

Indicted by a Hnmtaor He Rais Martin
Knsley Beat Him Down and Bobhed Him
or no.OOO Eaatey Rays Another Is Unlltr.

St. Louis, June 10. Martin Ensley, tho son of
tho late Col. Enoch Ensley, a millionaire well
known in the South, is In a cell at the St. Louis
County Jail in Clayton, while C. D. Collins, a
wealthy Tenncsseo hotel man, known through-
out the country. Is struggling for life on a bed
at Klrkwood with little probability that ho will
survive wounds received by htm last night In
tho suburb of Mcramoc Highlands.

These wounds are alleged to have been in-

flicted by Ensloy. Need of money Is sold to
ha e caused Ensley, under tho gulso of friend-

ship, to lure his comrado Into the woods away
from Uio hotol, and beat him almost to death
with n hammer. Collins declares positively
that Kusley led him into the trap, and inflicted
thu wounds which are now expected to causo
death, and then robbed him of $0,000 In cash.

Kusley denies tho crime. Ho assorts that while
he and Colllni wero out walking Collins was at-

tacked by nn unknown man, and that ho defend-

ed him. Cotllns dcclnres that Ensley struck him
with tho hammer just as he was within a fow
feet of the highway, and that Ensley rained
blow aftor blow upon his skull and neck.

Tho sccno of tho crime Is about sovcnty-flv- e

yards west of the inn at Meremao Highlands,
and It was aliout 11 o'clock last night that it
occurred. Collins and Knsloy had gouo to the
Highlands for a short rest and enjoyment of tho
country. At least this Is why Collins went.
Collins had sold a hotel at Nashville, Tenn., a
few weeks ago, and had $0,000 in cash, he says,
upon his person. This fact, he alleges, he dis-

closed to Ensley.
They walked to the Inn and strolled about In

tho more public portion of tbo ground. Collins
started for the Pagoda, which Is west of the inn,
by a path In which there are a number of flights
of steps. He says that Ensley lingered behind,
and when Collins was within Ave yards of tho
roadway above, Ensley ran up suddenly beside
htm and dealt him a blow on tho forehead with
a hammer. It wos a terrible blow, and Collins
became halt unconscious. His assailant then
brought the hammer down eight or ten times on
tho head of his victim. He pounded Collins on
tho top. side, and back of tho head and on the
neck, and nt each blow tho w edge-shape-d edgo
with which ho struck sank Into the skull and
flesh.

Then the man knelt beside his victim and.
tearing opep tho coot and waistcoat, thrust his
hand Into the pocket that contained themonoy
and withdrew it. He then turned and fled. He
thought there was no witness to the crime,
which bad occupied only a few seconds. Dut in
this ho was mistaken. Paul Rouquemont, tho
bead cook at the inn; William Koehler, tho
baker, and Charles Feldler, the assistant cook,
bad been asleep on the grass a few feet away, and
bad been aroused by the noise.

They say they saw Ensley as he struck his vic-

tim and eearched Collins's pocket, Foldler
started in pursuit of him. Eniley ran southeast
and disappeared In the darkness. The men
hnrriedtotheinn and told private watchman
Walter Bush of the tragedy. All hastened
back and oarriod Collins to the hotel, where he
received medical attention. Tie won conscious
and gave a lucid description of the whule affair.
lie immediately accused Ensley, and related the
circumstances attending the assault and robbery.

In the mean time Ensley had gone south of the
Inn, about a half mile, and called out to an
employee of the Highlands Company, to whom
he tola a story of the hold-up- . Ho sold be and
his friend had been assaulted and robbed, and
that he had fled. Ho believed his friend wa se-

riously injured, and be wanted help. When
Ensley reached the Inn Watchman Hush was
Bitting on the front veranda. Ensley was cov-
ered with blood, and Bush said:

You're the very man I want. What's your
name I"

" Ensley." he replied.
Bush then arrested him. and upon searching

htm found 9000 upon his person. Ho denied
committing tho rrimo ind said that another
ninn had attacked Collins and bim-el- f. He wos
not Injured In any way, however, and tho three
witnesses asserted that he was tho man w hu bad
assaulted Collins. Ensley waa then transferred
to Clayton, where he was locked up. Tho ham-
mer with which the assault was committed was
found near the scene of the crime. It was covered
with blood.

Collins say the $000 found on Ensley un-
doubtedly belonged to the latter, as Knsley hod
that much money in his pocket when they left
their hotel. Charles Feldlor, tho baker at
the Inn. says ho saw a man wield the hammer
and throw It away after rifling Collins's pocket.
The man ran to a fence, where be met a confed-
erate and gave him the plunder. Both sepa-
rated then and disappeared. This confederate,
who is still at large, is supposed to have the
$6,000.

Martin Ensley Is about 32 yenrs old. ne was
the only son of the late Col. Enoch Ensley. Tho
Colonel's first wife died early, leaving htm two
children, a boy and a girl. The daughter. Lady
Ensley. was o Iwllo In her day, and married a
surgeon In the United States navy. She Uvea in

Col. Ensley, who died a few years ago at his
home In Memphis, was considered one of tho
wealthiest men in tho South, and at the time of
his death was supposed to be several times a
millionaire. Ho was one of the pioneers in de-

veloping the Iron and coal fields of Alabama,
and for years was one of the largest owners of
that rich corporation, the Tennessoe Coal and
Coke Company. He was also President of the
Memphis Gas Company, a director in several
banks, besides owning one of tho most
extensire plantations on the Mississippi
bottoms. Tho Lady Ensley coal and Irou
mine In Alabama Is still a valuable
property, and the town of Hessemer, Ala., owes
much of Its development to Col. Ensley's enter-
prise The position he took In the Presidential
campaign of 1888 startled many of his Southern
associates, and broiikhl unfriendly criticisms,
caused by an articlo becontributed to tho Nnrth
American Ilevlew In fuvor of a high protective
tariff, and showing where It would bcnellt the
8u'h.

Martin Ensley occupied a prominent position
in the social circles of Memphis. Nashville, Bir-
mingham, and other Houthorn cities during his
f ttber'slife. Presumably heir to several mil-
lions, he wos esteemed as fortune's favorite.

Nine years ago be and another young man
nearly ns prominent disgraced themselves In
Memphis by getting drunk and insulting rnuul-abl- o

women In a lonely bouse. They
were arrested, and the ejenpado caused n
sensation. Ensley's companion Jumped his
bond and went to Europo to avoid
u trial. Young Ensley stood his trial. He con-
fessed his fault, sold ho was drunk and was
sorry for it, and the manly way in which be de-

ported himself caused ft slight revulsion of pub-
lic feeling In his favor. He was lined several
hundred dollars.

Ho kept out of society for a year or two. then
it, und was married to Miss liettye

Pelden. daughter of M. I Seidell, a wealthy
Memphis man. Young Knsley and his wifo went
e ervw here, and kopt Just in advance of tho
fashions. He drnvo a tandem during the raring
soason, and In 1RIKI rnde Herthu to victory In a
gentlemen's raco ut Montgomery Park.

About two years ago Southern society was
startled by the announcement that his wllo was
suing him for dlvoreo on tho ground of t.

She got her decree, and Is now nearly
as much of h hello as she was before her mar-
riage. Ensley and Collins played I bo races
heavily In this city during the past three weeks,
thu latter owning a string of horses under an
assumed name.

A Jailer Coven Seven )1eu Who Uad I'sed an
Kiploslv lu an Attempt nt Kseape.

ItESCLTS OF A WTOMIXO QVA1CE.

Many Doe rusnri Open and Two Acres link
Forty Feel.

CARi'cn, Wy June 10. About a month or sir
weeks ago many citizens noticed a slight motion
of the oartb, white many In tho surrounding
country felt the quake, and dishes and loose
artlclos In houses rattled In an alarming man-

ner. In Bates Park tho shock was much greater
and mora plainly felt. Its effects havo just been
discovered,

Charles nicbardeon, a ranchman of Bates
Park, whllo In search of horses last week, was
at the head of Bottom Creek, on a bench of
Laramie Plain, two milos west of Horse Buttes,
and camo upon small crack in tho ground mado
by tho recent earthquake, which grew larger as
ho advanced and showed great depth.

Ito dismounted and investigated. .Ho dropped
pebbles Into the crovlccs and listened attentlv ely
to the sound as tho stones hounded from sldo lo
side, until It died away In tho depths.

Ho went further and found the cracks throo
feet across and ho could discern no bottom. Ho
then camo upon tho main or principal crack
about forty feet across and crawled cautiously
and looked down.

A further investigation showed a space of
about two acres that had sunk about forty feet,
with perpendicular walls.

The Department of Buildings moved before

Justice Andrews of tho Supremo Court yester-
day tor an order to compel tho National Llfo In-

surance Company of Hartford, as tho owner
of 3 Park row, to remove tho third story of the
building, which Is sold to be eleven Inches out
of plumb and to be in danger of falling. Tho
motion was made on the report of It. M. Upjohn,
a member of tho Examining Committee on
Unsafe Buildings of tho New York Chapter of
Architects.

Mr. Upjohn states that the foundations of 11
Park row, which adjoins No. 3, there, being no
numbers 5, 7, or 0, aro also undermined, owing
to the excivatlons being made for the founda-
tions of the new syndicate building adjoining
No. 11. No. 11 Is not so high as No. 3, and is
owned by Joseph Pulitzer. The affidavit says
these buildings nro built on quicksand.

All the tenants of No. 3, with tho exception of
the Herald office on the first floor, havo va-

cated, but there aro still tenants in No. 11. Ex-
pert Upjohn declares: " Both tho buildings at
11 and 3 Park row aro moving, and are likely
to fall it something is not done to stop them."

Justice Andrews took the papors, reserving
his decision.

SENATE HAS THE TREATY.

THE AXXEXATIOX OF HAWAII 13
VltOllAltLY XEAJt.

Th Plenipotentiaries sign the Document In

the Diplomatic Room of the atnte Depar-
tmentSenator Cray Defeats Its Publica-

tion Will It Be Opposed by Japan t

Wabhinqton, June 10. Tho expected treaty
of annexation with tho rcpubllo of Hawaii was
sent to tho 8enat y by President Mc-

Klnley nt 3:15 P. M. Good progress was being
made with tho Tariff bill, and tbo President's
messenger retired to tho Itopubllcan cloak room,
whero ho remained nn hour nnd a In If. waiting
until tho usual session of tho Scnato should bo
completed. Immediately upon the formal
presentation of tho treaty the Senate, at 4:00,
went Into cxccutlro session, and behind closed
doors the Senntors heard tho document read.
This look un very llttlo time. The Presi-
dent's letter of transmittal was very brief,
not ovor 100 words, whllo tho treaty Itself
contained about 1.50O words. When tho
reading was concludod, Chalnnnn Divls of
tho Foreign Hclatlons Committee moved thnt
tho treaty nnd messages bo made public To
this Senator Gray of Delaware objected, and
this single objection was sufllclont to postpono
action on the motion until tho noxt executive
session. Mr. Gray said that a document of such
great importance should not be given to the pub-

lic nt this tlmo, but vouchsafed no reason for
that opinion. Nothing mora was said ahput tho
treaty, but an effort will undoubtedly bo mado
at oxccutlvo session to remove tho
injunction of socrccy.

Tho treaty was signed by the plenipotentiaries
of the United States nnd Hawaii, appointed by
their respcctlvo Governments for that purpose,
in the diplomatic room of the State Department
at 0:30 o'clock this morning. Thcro was no one
present sovo tho high contracting parties, tho
Assistant Secretaries, and tho representatives
of the press. Tho treaty was signed In dupli-

cate by Secretary Shorman for tho United
States, and Minister Francis M. Hatch and
Special Commissioners Lorln M. Thurston and
II. W. Kcnncy for Hawaii. A new gold pen was
used.

After tho signatures had been attached and
hearty congratulation oxchonged, a photogra-
pher perpetuated the scene by tho aid of tho
comers. The vonerablo Secretary of State,
with pen In band, Bat at the head of the table
on which the parchment lay. At his right
was Minister Hatch, also seated, and behind
him stood Messrs. Thurston and Kenney, and to
tholr left Assistant Secretaries Day, Adee, and
Crldler. Mr. Day's connection with the treaty
was rather more Intimate than that of any of tbo
other officials, as he and Minister Hutch havo
beon in consultation over its terms and tbey
were Anally ogreed to by them.

The original draft of the treaty wa mado by
the Hon. John W. Foster, former Secretary of
State, previous to hi departure for Europe. He
negotiated the annexation treaty sent to the
Senato In February, 1S03, by President Harri-
son, and has been an ardent advocate of annexa-
tion ever since. When the Hawaiian envoy
reached Washington they consulted with Mr.
Foster, who readily gave them bis assistance.
It is said on official authority that the treaty as
oncludcd is substantially that prepared by Mr.

Foster, the change being Immaterial.
It is not cxpocted that anything will bo done

with Xbe treaty by tbo Penate until the Tariff
bill has been disposed of. It may then bo re-

ported to the Senato with such changes as tho
Committee on Foreign Hclatlons deem desirable,
if any, ulthough this is by no means certain.
It is recognized that under tho rules of Uio
Senate e en a single Senator could hold it up so
that final action might be deferred until late in
tho summer, and, ua speedy nition Is not
nocersur). it 1 also not neslrabls to ex-p-

it to exaggerated opposition. That it
will meet determined opposition is beyond
question. Senator Perkins of California,
when Informed y by a Sl"N reporter
that the treaty hod been signed, promptly

that it would not ho ratified nt this
reunion. So it may remain in the committee un-

lit tho regular session of Congress, December
next. This, in fact. Is lho greater probability ot
preeent. Mony Senators aro undecided UKn
the expediency of tho proposed slop, and their
vieus will beeoltlcd by conference with constit-
uent during the recess. If forced into the Held
now it is doubtful thnt tho requisite two-thir-

voteof tho Senate could be secured. The pur-- i
pose of Injecting the trouty into llio current of
public affairs nt this time was not to mage It a
topic of dobftto, but to dispose of the neccsity
of considering the reciprocity treaty with Ha-
waii. This question bud been the occasion of
much trouble to tho Hcpublican managers, and
three caucuses were insufficient to settle it.

Mr. Toru HoMil. the Japanese Minister, called
ut tho Stnte. Department yesterday on learn-
ing of the proUthlllty of the signing of the
treaty, and, it was said, protested against It.
Inquiry nt the Japanese legation regarding the
terms und grouuus of the reported protest was
met by lho declaration that tho use of the
term "protest" lacked that accuracy which
should characterize statements relating to
diplomatic affair. Tho Japanese Minister,
ll was explained, had mode no protest
ugalnst the execution of nn annexation treaty,
fur the renson that he bad no olllclol Informa-
tion of lho existence of such a treaty on the
occasion of his visit to tho Secretary of State.
Mr. Toru Hoshl made some inquiries regarding
thu Instrument, hut the nature of nunc inquir-
ies and the replies were not disclosed. Whether
or not Japan would protest whou the text of tho
treaty becamo public was o question which
could only bo answered when that time ar-
rived. Annexation of Huw-ul-i to the United
States, It was recognized, wos a matter for tho
conaldcratlon nt those two countries alone. But
Japan, like other countries, had certain Inter-
ests, through Its citizens resident In the island,
which could not be Jeopardized or disturbed by
tho affirmative action of the United States and
Hawaii alono.

An official of the Stnte Department told Tug
SfN reporter that tho representations
niiiile by tho Japanese Minister nbout the

treaty did not amount ton "formal
protest." Tho Minister, ho wild, wished to be in-
formed ns tu thoiirnvisioiisiit the treat), so that
his Government could Imi guided in securing pro-
tection of Its treaty rights with Hawaii. Tho
Jupuneso Uiivernment will inquire of the United
Slutes whether this country will nssumii

for the action of lho Hawaiian
in excluding Japanese labor from tho

Islands,
lino of tho principal nrtlrlrs of the treaty pro-
